order ahipmenta only; the other a noa-negotiable form, colored wbita, to 
lie iiaad on direct consignments, not ahippera* order. Care moat be ob> 
eerved in the nee of these forma.

form Bill of Lading.” 

New forms of bills of lading prepared by ehippara after January 1, 
1909. must waform in all reapects to the nnifoim bill of lading. 

Where clasiifloations and tariffs provide that the rates therein eoe-^^'^ 
tained apply anbject to the uniform bill of lading oonditions, ahippem will 
have the option rff shipping anbject to eommon law liability, but in such 
case ten per neut will be added to the rates, with minimum inureasa of one 
cent per one hundred pounds, and the bill of lading must alao coatain the 
following clause to be signed by the agent; 

"In ranaideration of the higher rate charged, the property herein de- 
aoritied will be carried at tha oarrier’s liability, limited only as provided by 
law, but subject to the terms and eoaditioBs of the uniform bill of lading 
in BO far m they are not iuconaistcut with saeh eommon carrier's liability.’^ 

All bills of lading must bg exei;ate<l in ink or indelible pencil. The bill 
of lading sod the memorandum of tcknowledgrmeat. must be signed by 
lioth the shipper and the agrnt; ^ ibipping order by the shipper only. 

Numerals must not he need in idating the aiimber of |iackages or ar- 
ticlee, bnt the nnmber of packages eg artiolea must be whlt*n out in full; 
e. g., "one bnodred and tweiity-fiva barrels of Dour;” "five hundred baleH 
of cotton," etc. 

Hbippers should provide tbemselvaa with rubber stsiiipa with which to 
endorse on old bills of lading tbs eUusaa above described.
